By this 
arrangement Funston would be in nobody's 
way, although he would outrank many of- 
ficers his seniérs in age. At the war de- 
partment today it was stated that the mat- 
ter of Funston’s reward rested entirely with 
the President. 

Were Gen. Funston of maturer years with 
the possibility of his retirement in a rea- 
sonable period, there wou'd be but little 
objection to the recognition of his meri- 
torious services. But Gen. Funston is lJe&s 
than 40, and should he reach the rank of 
lieutenant-general he would effectual'y bar 
all promotions for such a length of time 
as to retire most of the West Polnt gradu- 
ates now in line as senor officers with no 
higher rank than that of colonel. 

The war department has under consider- 
ation the giving to Gen. Funston, as a rec- 
ognition of his gallantry, a medal of honor.

tion. Mayor Ziegenhein said it would vindicate him.

For the second time the Grandjury calls attention to the sub- 
ject of election frauds in St. Louis. The report of the Febru- 
ary Grandjury emphasizes the report of the former Grandjury 
with reference to the padding of the registration lists in this 
city. 

Fortunately since last autumn when these registration lists 
were made up and a considerable number of frauds were com- 
mitted. the Nesbit law has been so amended as to make it pos- 
sible tu prevent the commission of crimes against the ballot 
box.

| GOTTHOLD LANGER. 


Gotthold Langer of 3523 Itaska avenue has 
designed a building for the World's Fair, 
which, he estimates, will be large enough to 
hold all the important exhibits from Amer- 
ica and foreign countries. All parts of the 
building will be connected by a moving 
sidewalk and will be square at the base and 
cylindrical at the top. 

It is estimated that it will cost $1,000,000. It 
will be constructed of steel. The base will 
be 300 feet square, the second terrace will 
be 200 feet square and the third, which Is 
the base of the tower, will be 100. feet 
square. The tower will be 100 feet in diam- 
eter and will have about 10 stories. The 
height of the structure will be 350 feet. 

From the ground to the top of the tower 
a moving sidewalk will carry visitors, mov- 
ing so slowly that one can step from: it 
with safety and look at any of the exhibits. 


The sidewalk will be about four feet and 
six inches wide. 
A concert hall will be on the top floor. 


The other floors will be devoted to exhibits, 
every country having its separate division, 
and, above its division, the flag of the coun- 
try will be displayed. 

Mr. Langer thinks space could be saved 
by the erection of the building he has de- 
signed.

FOUND CANCER GERMS 


PROF. GAYLOR NOW THINES HE 
CAN FIND THE REMEDY. 


HE INOCULATED ANIMALS 


The Germ is a Frotozoon and Physi- 


cians Think They Can Prepare an 
, Anti-Toxin Cure. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., March 30.—At a spécia! | 
meeting of the faculty of the University | 
of Buffalo last night Prof. H. R. Gaylor of 
that institution announced his discovery | 
that cancer is caused by an animal para- 
site which has been identified and iso- 
lated. 

Prof. Gaylor has been investigating the 
cause of cancer for two years, as heati of 
the New York State Pathological Labor- 
atory. He has inoculated animals with 
cancer germs. and cancer afterward de 
veloped in the animals. Cultures of these 
organisms have been injected into the ab- 
dominal cavities of other animals and re- 


covered, having apparently grown in the 
serum of the animals. 

Dr. Gavylor demonstrated that the organ- 
ism of cancer is a protozoon. It was the 
general sentiment of the physicians present 
that all that remains now is to discover an 
anti-toxin, which should not be difficult, 
because the germ is now known. 


MAYOR'S MESSAGE READ. 


Tells Assembly Why the City’s Finan- 
ces Are Short. 


Mayor Ziegenhein’s fourth annual mes- 
sage was read to the Municipal Assembly 
Friday afternoon. The mayor lauds the 
World's Fair enterprise and calls atten- 
tion to the necessity for charter amenid- 
ments so that public improvements may be 
pursued in preparation for that event. 

In accounting for the present strained 
financial condition of the municipality May- 
or Ziegenhein says: 

“The financial condition has not been 
about by extravagance in salaries, 
nor general wastefulness, but mainly 
by the growth of the oy and the great ad- 
ditional expense added by the uncalled-tor 
increase of the police force and other ex- 
penses piled upon the city by the legisla- 
ture. No city official can in any way con- 
trol the expenses of the police depart- 
ment.’”’ 

The mayor refers to the fact that on a 
previous occasion he suggested that the 
work of improving the street and sewer 
systems was hampered by existing charter 
conditions. He advises that heavily charge 
wires in the heart of the city be placed 
under ground. A paragraph is devoted to 
the new City Hospital.
